Throughout the world, where the 
light of Christianity has shaped the 
thoughts and customs of the people.

but it is spoken of in the beginning 
of the third century by Clement of 
Alexandria, and in the latter part of 
the fourth century Chrysotom speaks 
of it as of great antiquity. 
As to

western church had fixed on Decem­ 
ber 25, though no certain knowledge 
of the day of Christ’s birth existed; 
and the Eastern church* which had 
favored January 6, gradually adopt­ 
ed the same date. 
The existence of 
heathen festivals celebrated on 
or 
about this day doubtless accounted 
in large measure for its selection; 
and Brumalia, a Roman festival held 
at the winter solstice, when the sun 
is, as it were, born anew, has often 
been mentioned as having a strong 
bearing on the question. 
In the 
Catholic, Greek, Anglican and Lu­ 
theran churches, there is a special 
religious service for < hristmas day; 
and, contrary to the general rule, a 
Catholic priest can celebrate three 
masses 
on 
this 
day. 
Most 
other 
churches hold no special service, but 
almost 
everywhere 
throughout 
Christendom it is kept as a holiday 
and occasion of social enjoyment.” 
Thus has this great annual event 
come down to us of the present gen­ 
eration, honorable in its antiquity 
and glorious in its religious message: 
“ Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good 
will 
toward 
men.” 
If man is at peace with his fellow 
man, if toward all men he feels good 
will, and if in his heart he glorifies 
God, he has indeed caught the spirit 
of Christmas. 
With that 
spirit 
animating 
his 
heart and supplying the w'ell-spring 
of his actions, the 
day 
will 
be a 
Christmas day to him in deed and 
in truth. 
Without it the day is lost, and its 
very spirit may turn upon him and 
mock him in his misery.

would impart it to others, and the 
more you can impart of its happiness 
to others the greater will be the 
measure of your own.

purpose of the 25 demonstration of­

the farm ers the advantages of im­ 
proved farming

TIME AGAINST A SCRUB” which 
was reiterated from time to time 
in placards reading “ PURE BREDS 
PAY.” 
Mr. C. K. Dunlap, Traffic Manager 
of the Southern Pacific lines, who was 
instrumental 
in 
authorizing 
the 
Southern Pacific-Texas A. & M. Col­ 
lege Demonstration Train, in com­ 
menting upon what he stated was a 
most gratifying and successful tour, 
expressed his gratification for 
the 
splendid reception which had been 
g.ven this “traveling fair” by the 
people in whose interest the train 
and its exhibits had been devised and 
operated. 
By actual 
count, 
over 
150,000 people visited the train, pas­ 
sing through the various cars of ex­

pure bred hog weighing 300 pounds 
in a twelve months’ period than it 
required to produce a ‘razor back 
for which there was practically no 
market at all. 
The success wh:cb attended this 
train could not have been secured 
had it not been for the generous 
support and assistance of the Agri­ 
cultural and Mechanical College at 
College Station, and its splendidly 
experienced corp- of demonstrators, 
farm and stock experts, and teachers 
of domestic st lence, is undoubted!} 
due the major part of the praise 
which was so generously showered 
upon our train by both people and 
press.
